have taken place fn the better class res!- 
dence section, and the Detective Bureau 
{is being constantly called upon to clean 
out sections where crime appears most 
rampant. Thus the fields of action of 
pickpockets and burglars shift each 
week, as they are kept on the run as 
much as possible. 

Commissioner Bingham attributes the 
increase in crime to the great number of 
unemployed now in the city, many of 


these men being hoboes who have come 
here from other places. 

“Most of the burglaries and pickpooket 
jobs rounded up by my men during the 
last few weeks have been committed by 
boys and young men ranging from 14; 
to 20 years,” he said. ‘The cheap pool | 
and billiard rooms are breeding places | 
for crime. Boys hang about them and/ 
imbibe an atmosphere which is poison to 
their minds, and the result is that they, 
go out and steal, The hard times which | 
have brought about such an army of the| 
unemployed are also in a measure ro- 
sponsible. 

“About 80 per cent. of the burglaries 
and pickpocket Jobs (and most of the 
‘crime now is of this kind) are done by /| 
| foreigners and outsiders who recently 
; came to this city. There are 1,000,000 
| immigrants @& year pouring into New 
| York. They come here and find that 

work is hard to get, so take to robbery. 
| Many of them, too, are undesirable citi- 
| zens who perhaps have been driven from 

their native lands because of just such 
| Practices as they resort to here, 

There seems to be no one section in 
the city that I can point to as being the 
| hotbed of crime just now. The scene of 
action is constantly shifting. We keep 
,charts of the crime centres, and also maps 
|of the territory covered by each police- 
|; man, and by them one can readily see 
how inadequate the present force is to 
cope with the situation. The proportion 
of policemen to citizens is 1 to 525. I need 
1,400 more policemen right now, and if I 
got ate es would be 1 cop 
to citizens. The proper proporti

“These figures include the Detective 
Bureau, a department which should be 
entirely separate. The detective force has 
never been established as it should be. It 
has greatly improved, however. The po- 
iiceman on the beat is more of a deterrant 
influence than anything else. The detect- 
ive is the man who gets down on the trai) 
of the malefactor and allows the police- 
man on his beat to prevent other crimes 
while the chase is going on. 

‘“*I do not wish to convey the tmpres- 
sion that we are not doing a lot to keep 
burglars and pickpockets in check, but 
we are badly hampered. We are just 
| hauling in crooks by-the carload with the 
e, but all this only goes to 
| prove what 1 have been contending for 
all along—the need of more policemen.” 

The Commissioner was asked if he 
really intended sending police dogs up to 
the Riverside Drive section, as reported. 

“I did have that in mind,”’ he replied,

KEMP, CHAMPION 
DEGREE HUNTER 


A Student at Columbia So Many 
Years That the Begin- 
ning Is Hazy. 


BUT STILL HE IS A “BOY” 


He Must Keep on Chasing Knowledge, 
Else His $2,500 a Year 
WIII ‘Stop. 


Willlam Cullen Bryant Kemp, Li. B., 
L. Il. M., A. B., A. M., has started in with 
his accustomed jauntiness of spirit to 
take the degree of Ph. D, at his old 
stamping ground, Columbia University. 
In taking this degree more time than for 
any other degree is allowed by the uni- 
versity, He may have five years in 
which to grasp political economy and 
the kindred subjects that equip one for 
rank as a Doctor of Philosophy, 

The Kemp who was named after the 
poet who, as a mere boy, wrote “ Thana- 
topisis,’’ is an older element jn the con- 
temporaneous history of the institution 
than many of the great buildings which 
cluster around the dome of the Iibrary 
building. Generations have flowed into 
the dormitories and classrooms, and 
flowed out fitted for endeavor in the 
world, but Kemp has stuck, and the 
years have seen him still the oollege boy, 
working for a degree, with his hair grow- 
ing sparser and his form taking on grad- 
ually that rotundity which is for the well- 
fed man of the forties. 

In the Regigtrar's office yesterday the 
clerk smiled and said that of course he 
knew Kemp. Kemp was there when the 


clerk was in linen pinafores at home! 


and before he got in touch with the regts- 
tration books. As far back as his means 


of research allowed he found the name/| 


of William Cullen Bryant Kemp recorded 
as out for the “lL. L. B.” in 1898—that 


was fifteen years ago—and the newest | 


book of record had him down as out for 
the “ Ph, D.” 

In these maturer college days of Kemp— 
one report has it that he has been a 
student for twenty-seven years—he ap- 
pears ever and anon in khaki knicker- 
bockers and with a chrysanthemum in the 
lapel of his well-fitted jacket. In Living- 
ston Hall, where his snug rooms are, he 


shares in the bright, cheerful dormitory | 


life of the scores of youngsters when he 
is not boning away for exams., which, it 
is said, he dreads with all of the op- 
pression of mind and heart that the fresh- 
man suffers. 

How Kemp Started His Grind, 


The mystery of Kemp's student decades 
{fs no longer a mystery. There is hardly 
a boy who has been at the university for 
two years who has not heard it told and 
told it in turn. It is to the effect that 
Kemp, when a youth, displayed an an- 
tipathy to the regular course of study, 
and that he would not be ready on any 
examination day or gather enough of 
book learning to make even a fair show 
along with the most diffident of stu- 
dents. 

To remedy this, Kemp, the boy, was 
provided for in the will of a wealthy 
relative who was wise in his day and 
generation and given to the understand- 
ing of human nature, This relative pro- 


vided an income for Kemp of §2,500 4 
ear, the same to be paid him as long as 
SS remained at Columbia and to cease 
when he left the university. 

Kemp was in no danger of brain fever 
from overwork at the time this arrange- 

ent was first made, but it is said that 
1e managed thereafter to remain on the 
college register as a student and draw 
the first year’s money coming to him, 

He could have been graduated many, 

many years ago, of course, but, the stu- 
dents say, the realization of the practical 
uses to which $2,500 a year could be put 
brought him to a sense of veneration for 
the pursuit of knowledge, and he began 
to nurse the curriculum for all it was 
worth. et 
From 1896, when he got his “LL. L. B., 
to 1900, were years of leanness in the 
gathering of degrees for Kemp, but he 
accumulated the easy “A. B.”’ in 1900, 
and during the -following year made a 
spurt and picked up the “ A. M.” and the 
“TL. L. M.” But this was exhausting too 
rapidly the degrees that might be at- 
tained during a goodly space of years on 
a comfortable inheritance paid by the 
year. 
* The seven years until now have been 
leaner than any of the other stretches, 
and Kemp is boning away on the longest 
of all the stretches, the five years al- 
lowed for the acquiring of the “ Ph. D.”’ 

Learning has become a profession with 
Student Kemp now. Just how old he is 
his feliow-students profess not to know. 
Some say that he has finished with the 
forties, and is trudging along toward 
sixty in his khaki knickerbockers, with 
his books under his arm and his chry- 
santhemum in his jacket lapel. 

With the “ Ph. D.” the endowed student 
will have used up the last of the scholarly 
degrees offered by Columbia, but may go 
back for post-graduate courses ahd get a 
Bacholor of Science degree in two classes. 
Moreover, when these resources in the 
battle against the tread of time have been 
used up Kemp may cast about and select 
degrees in the more practical and material 
lines: of mental accomplishment. There 
will be mining, electrical engineering, 
civil engineering, architecture, pharma- 
ceutical chemistry, mechanical engineer- 
Ing, and that will be the end. He will 
elther leave college without an income or

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NEWSPAPER WAR IN COURT. 


Kingston Committee Now Expects to 
Suppress Abbey’s Square Dealer. 


The fight between the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of Kingston, N. Y., and Stephen 
H. Abbey, editor of The Ulster Square 
Dealer, a weekly paper published at King- 
; Ston, over the printing of articles, which, 
it is alleged, unwarrantably reflected 
upon citizens of the city, will be thrashed 
out to-morrow in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, 

Abbey obtained from Justice Carr yes- 
terday in Brooklyn an order restraining 
the authorities of Ulster County from 
interfering with the publication and cir- 
culation of his paper. This order is re- 
turnable before Justice Carr to-morrow, 
when argument will be heard, The Citi- 
zens’ Committee says it will be strongly 
represented and it is confident of 
showing the court that the order should 
be vacated. 

The proceeding yesterday was an ex 
parte one, and the Citizeng’ Committee 
did not present its side of the case, It 
was learned, however, that the committee 
was prepared to make a determined fight 
against Abbey being permitted to publish 
any more stories reflecting by insinuation 
and innuendo upon the characters of per- 
sons whom it holds to be good and re- 
spectable citizens, 

It appears that Supreme Court Justice 
j Marean was moved on Saturday to vacate 
a restraining order he had granted to 
Abbey by representations made to him by 
D. M. De Witt, Chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee, Justice Marean had issued 
this order on Saturday, when only one 
side of the case—that of Abbey—was sub- 
mitted to him, 

Mr. De Witt took before the Justice at 
his home copies of The Square Dealer and 
| pointed out to him certain articles in the 
publication. From what was shown and 
told to him, Justice Marean decided to 
vacate the order he had granted to Abbey. 
The Citizens’ Committee will now go into 
; court, it says, for a “ show-down” with 
Abbey. Justice Carr’s order will act as a 
stay until the case is decided. 


THIRD BOMB FOR ONE HOUSE. 


Music Dealer’s Home Wrecked Again 
by Black Hand Agents. 


| The Black Hand Soctety made a. third 
attempt early yesterday morning to blow 
up Peter Licata, a music dealer and teach- 
er, his wife, and three small children in 
thelr home at 20 Morgan Avenue, Williams- 
| burg. A bomb was exploded in.the front 
doorway. It blew out the show window 
and smashed the door. 

Licata is an educated Itallan, and the 
Black Hand about a year ago began send- 
ing him tHreatening letters demanding 
sums of money ranging from $1,000 down 
to $50. He ignored the letters, and in the 
early part of March the front of his store 
was blown out, and he and his family 
were injured by falling plaster. 

Last Fall the letter writing was re- 
sumed, and, as he paid no attention, in 
December another bomb was exploded in 
his store. Much damage was done, many 
| valuable musical instruments being de- 
|stroyed. The house was set on fire, but 
| the flames were extinguished. 
| Licata grew tired of unsuccessfully ap- 
pealing to the police for aid against his 
| persecutors. When he began to again 
receive blackmailing letters two weeks 
|}ago he burned them, He and his family 
| were asleep at 3 o’cloick yesterday morn- 

ing when the third bomb was exploded.

RENEWS COURT FIGHT 


OVER LEEDS PEARLS 


Government’s Suit to Recover 
60 Per Cent. Duty on Gems 
Up Before Judge Lacombe. 


ASSESSED ON A 10% BASIS 


They Were Matched, but Not Strung— 
United States Contends They 
Constituted a Necklace. 


Whether high or low duty is to acerue 
on pearls drilled and matched, ready for 
stringing in the form of necklaces, came 
before Judge Lacombe, in the United 
States Circuit Court, for determination 
yesterday. The Government has décided 
to test the right of wealthy Americans to 
enter matched pearls for duty at 10 per 
cent., under the paragraph th the Ding- 
ley tariff for “pearls in thelr natural 
state, not strung or set.” ? 

The pearls tn the sult are the property 
of Mrs. William B, Leeds of this city, and 
were purchased by her in Paris several 
years ago for $340,000. When the pearls 
were brought to New York they were as- 
sessed for duty at 10 per cent., but Col- 
lector Stranahan later decided that the 
gems should stand duty as “jewelry” at 
60 per cent. ad valorem. 

The action of the Collector was object- 
ed to by Bernard Citroen, who imported 
the pearls for Mrs, Leeds, and an appeal! 
followed to thd Board of United States 
General Appraisers, which found in favor 
of the lower duty. The Government, how- 
ever, appealed to the Circuit Court, and

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BRITISH EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


Government's New Measure Presented 
—Strong Opposition to It. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—The new Educa- 
tional bill was introduced in the House of 
Commons to-day by Reginald Mckenna, 
President of the Board of Education. It 
regulates the conditions under which pub- 
lic money may be applied in aid of ele- 
mentary education in England ang Wales. 

The new measure is not so contentious 
as the Birrell Educational bill of 1906, 
which the House of Lords rejected. The 
two main principles embodied in the new 
bill are that there shall be complete pub- 
lio control of the elementary schools by 
locally elected bodies, and that there shail 
be no denominational tests in the appoint- 
ment of teachers. In speaking of the bill, 
Mr. McKenna said that failure to pass 
the ministerial proposals would give a 
most powerful impetus to the movement 
to secure the total abolition of religious 
instruction in the schools.

JAPAN IN NEED OF CASH. 


May Make Heavy Drafts on Her Bal- 
ances in London. 

BERLIN, Feb. 24.—The tightening of | 
financial conditions in Japan is regarded | 
by banks here as likely to result in the | 
transfer from London to Tokio of a large 
portion of Japan's balances, which: are 
estimated as between $60,000,000 and $75,- 
000,000. Such a transfer might seriously 
affect the European money market. 

At the Japanese Embassy here the news 
of panicky conditions at Osaka, Kyoto, 
and Kobe is discredited, but private ad- 
vices to German firms trading in the Far 
East confirm reports of a money scarcity, 
It is believed the recent stringency in the 
United States is affecttng Japan, especial- 
ly as Japanese exports to the United 
States have fullen off to a considerable 
extent, 

The prolonged doubts concerning Japan's 
intentions toward the United States in 
the emigration dispute have tended to 
make European bankers with Japanese 
connections withdraw their loans and con- 
duct their business with unusual caution. 


NASI SENTENCED TO PRISON. 


Italian ex-Minister of Instruction Con- 
victed of Embezzling State Funds. 


ROME, Feb. 24.—The Senate sitting asa 
high court, after ten hours’ deliberation 
to-day, convicted Nunzio Nasi, ex-Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction, of embezzlement 
from the State Treasury. They sentenced 
him to eleven months and twenty days’ 


imprisonment, and debarred him from 
holding public office for f  @ é 
a ne pub fice for four years and 

The punishment of Nasi is not so severe 
as might appear, for the court found ex- 
tenuating circumstances and permitted 
the imprisonment he already had under- 
gone to be subtracted from the sentence 
leaving only a few days for him to serve 
in prison. On the announcement of the 
verdict on the streets there was a boister- 
ous demonstration, several hundred ‘per- 
sons crying ‘‘ Long live Nasi!” 

Strong measures have been adopted to 
preserve order in Sicily, Signor Nasi being 
a Sicilian, and very popular with all his 
people. Telephone communications with 
that country have been cut off in order to 
avoid the spread of incorrect reports. A 
large number of men who are considered 
dangerous by the police in the present 
emergency have been arrested. 


CHINA FEELS AGGRIEVED. 


Thinks Russia and Japan Are Treat- 
ing Her Badly in Manchuria. 


PEKING, Feb. 24.—A conference on the 
situation in Manchuria is to take place in 
Mukden the first week of March, when

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KELSEY, IN DEFENSE, 


ANSWERS FLEMING 


Acted by Advice of Attorney Gen- 
eral in Not Directing Appor- 
tionment of Surplus. 


NO POWER TO SELL STOCKS 


Investigating Mutual Reserve When 
Weakness of Provident Savings 
Life Was Reported. 


ALBANY, N. ¥., Feb, 24,—Superinten- 
dent of Insurance Kelsey submitted to the 
Sonate to-day his answer to the charges 
in the report made by Matthew C. Flem- 
ing, a Commissioner appointed by Gov. 
Hughes to investigate the Insurance De- 
partment, and on which report the Gov- 
ernor asked for Kelsey's removal. 

Replying to the charge that he failed to 
take proper action with regard to divi- 
dends, apportionment of assets, and ap- 


portionment of surplus of the insurance | 


companies, Supt. Kelsey says that an an- 
swer to this so-called charge seems un- 
necessary in view of the statement by 
Mr. Fleming that, “Mr. Kelsey says that 
he was advised by the Attorney General 
that under these provisions he‘could not 
require such statements until Dec. 81, 
1907.” 

The next answer of the Superintendent 
relates to his “ alleged failure to supervise 
investments properly." He says: ‘So 
much of this charge as involves the dis- 
posal of securities by companies is dis- 
missed by Mr. Fleming, as he recognizes 
the wide discretion conferred upon the of- 
ticers of insurance companies and the Su- 
perintendent by the statute. By innuendo 
Mr. Fleming assumes that I should have 
exercised a power not conferred upon me 
by statute to compel Insurance companies 
‘to sell their stock in banks and trust 
companies, and the stocks notes and bonds 
of public service corporations.’ If such is 
his construction of the statute he does not 
know the law, but if his construction were 
correct, the experience of the financial 
world recently demonstrates the disas- 
trous effect which would have resulted 
from forced sales.” 

With relation to the Provident Savings 
Life, Supt. Kelsey says that Mr. Fleming 
criticises him for aviling himself of the 
assistance of Commissioner Rittenhouse 
of Colorado, and implies that he was neg- 
ligent until spurred to action by that Com- 
missioner. When his attention was called 
to the Provident Savings Life, Supt. Kel- 
sey says that he had instituted an examl- 
nation of the Mutual Reserve. The gpre- 
liminary report of this Mutual Reserve 
examination bears date of Aug. 30, and at 
a hearing before the Attorney General 
the Mutual Reserve presented figures to 
disprove the report of the Insurance De- 
partment that the company was insolvent. 

The Attorney General requested a fur- 
ther examination and, in accordance 
with his advice, every available man 
in the department was put upon the 
work, Here was a company with 
50,000 policy holders which examina- 
tion showed to be apparently insolvent. 
It was a question whether Supt. Kelsey 
should trace out the rumor with reference 
to a litigation between stockholders of the 
Provident Savings or protect the 50,000 
policy holders of the Mutual Reserve, 

At that time Commissioner Rittenhouse 
of Colorado was in Philadelphia, and ac 
cidentally learned that an eifort was be- 
ing made to bring the Provident Savings 
to that city, and arrangement was en- 
tered into between Supt. Kelsey and Com- 
missioner Rittenhouse whereby a prelimi- 
nary survey would be made under his 
auspices. At the conclusion of this pre- 
liminary survey and the communication 
of its result to Supt. Kelsey he commis- 
sioned his examiner, Mr. Hadley, to pro- 
ceed at once to make a joint examination 
of the Provident Savings with Mr. Wolfe, 
who had been employed by Commissioner 
Rittenhouse. 

Supt. Kelsey contends that from the be- 
ginning he and Mr. Rittenhouse co-oper- 
ated and at the same time he was en- 
gaged in the examination of the Mutual 
Reserve, which lately has gone into the 
hands of receivers, and on whose work 
Mr. Fleming made little comment. 

Julius M. Mayer and Danforth B. Alns- 
worth, counsel for Supt. Kelsey, were at 
the Capitol to-night when Lieut. Gov. 
Chanler announced the receipt of Mr. Kel- 
sey’s answer. On motion of Senator 
Raines the answer was ordered printed, 
and it will lie upon the table until 
Wednesday, when the question of removal 
will be brought to a vote. 

After to-night’s session Mr. Mayer 
talke1 wilth several members of the Sen- 
ate. It was reported later that the Kelsey 
forces had lost two men, Senators Foelker 
and Gilchrist, both of Brooklyn. This 
statement was given by friends of the 
Scperintendent, who still figure/a vote of 
82 against removal.

Banking Department to-day gave out a 
statement showing the condition of the 
savings banks of the State on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 1 last, 188 banks reporting, 
an increase of 8, The increase in the 
number of open accounts was 45,638; gain 
in resources, $344,846; gain in amount 
due depositors, $18,363,253; decrease in 
market value surplus, $18,936,989; gain 
in the amount of interest paid and cred- 
{ted for the year, $2,969,103.

CITY FINANCIAL INQUIRY. | 


Legislature Asked to Investigate New 
York’s Debt Limit. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 24.—The finances of the 
City of New York came up for discussion 
in the Assembly to-night when Mr. Ben- 
nett, Republican, of the Fifteenth New 
York District, introduced a concurrent 
resolution providing for the appointment 
of a legislative committee to examine into 
the subject and recommend to the next 
session ways and means to safeguard the 
credit of the city. 

The Bennett resolution provides that a 
joint committee ‘‘examine into the fi- 
nances of the City of New York and into 
the methods of accounting in use in the 
office of the Controller of the City of 
New York and in the various departments 
of said city, and into the purposes of 
which the bonds and corporate stock of 
said city may be and have been issued, to 
the purposes for which the proceeds 
thereof have been used and are proposed 
to be used by sald city.” 

Mr. Bennett said his resolutions had 


been prompted by the measures now pend- 
ing before the Legislature providing for 
the sweeping aside of the city’s debt Iim- 
it in connection With securities floated for 
municipal improvements. 

“There are three such measures pend- 
ing,”’ said Mr. bennett. ‘* Of these I re- 
gard the resolution favored by Controller 


| Metz as the most dangerous, It provides 


for the taking out from the debt limit of 
all securities sold for so-called self-sup- 
porting improverrents, after but an {initial 
examination by the Appellate Division, 
which tribunal would have no power to 
revoke its ruling if in the future the im- 
provements involved would cease to be 
self-supporting, 

“The City of New York is to-day issu- 
ing long-term bonds to pay running ex- 
penses. Any corporation that tried to do 
that would be driven out of business, itd 
credit completely shattered. The seouri- 
ties of the City of New York to-day are 
selling practically on a 6 per cent. Dass, 
and the credit a the biggest city on the 
hemisphere is lower than that of any other 
first-class city. Fifty years from now— 
when the city will need more than ever 
for municipal improvements—at the pres- 
ent rate she will not be able to sell her 
securities at any rate unless there be a 
change in present methods, To all who 
are anxious to see the city’s credit pre- 
served the present situation should give 
the gravest concern,” 

Mr. Bennett said there was a way out 
without interfering with the debt Hmit 
He declared the annual increase in as- 
sessments amounted, roughly, to $400- 
000,000. 

“This would mean an annual extension 
of $40,000,000 in the debt limit, with an 
additional $13,000,000 that could come 
from the Sinking Fund, or tn five years, 
roughly, $250,000,000, which Controller 
Metz says is all the city needs to go 
on with necessary improvements. Why, 
then, sweep aside the debit limit and 
place the city's credit in jeopardy?”’ 


HELD, CRUSHED, BY ENGINE.

STATE RACING REPORT. 


Eight Associations Pay Taxes for 1907 
Amounting to $246,429.16. 


ALBANY, Feb. 24.—The annual report 
of the State Racing Commission was 
handed down in both branches of the 
Legislature to-night. It summarises the 
season of 1907 by saying that it exceeded 


that of any previous year in point of at- 
tendance, in the matter of taxes paid for 
the benefit of the agricultural societies, 
and in the amount of money distributed 
to horsemen. 

The 5 per cent. tax paid by the racing 
associations under the law for the year 
1907 was $246,429.16. This amount was 
made up as follows:

This tax has increased from the sum of 
$27,220.74 in 1895—the first year of’ the 
operation of the present racing law—to the 
sum of $246,429.16 in 1907. The largest 
a oe in any preceding year wag $201,- 
woe dh, 

The total amount of this tax which has 
been paid under the present racing stat- 
utes is $1,740,692.87. 

An interesting contribution to the pres- 
ent discussion over the Agnew-Hart 
racing bills is found in the reply of the 
State Racing Commission to a letter ad- 
dressed to_the governing turf body by 
George A. Davis, Chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, in which Mr. Davis 
asks on behalf of the committee “ any 
written statement that the commission 
cares to submit in respect of the desira- 
bility of this proposed legislation.’’ The 
commission's reply, in terse form, is as 
follows: 

First—The racing statute of 1895 has, in 
our opinion, justified the promises of its pro- 
moters, and its administration has remedied 
many abuses and has brought about great im- 
provement in the character of racing in this 
State. 

Second—In our opinion the enactment of the 
proposed amendments would be a serious dam- 
age to racing, and would probably terminate 
racing in a short time. 

Third—The contention that the same penalty 
must be provided for betting at a race course 
on a race there taking place, as provided for 
maintaining poolrooms, is not sound. There 
are scores of statutes in this State making a 
different penalty for the same act when done 
in different places. Such distinction in penalty 
has been repeatedly sustained by the courts, 
and is reasonable and proper. 

Fourth—The present statute, {n our opinion, 
is a reasonable and proper statute of regula- 
tion in respect of a problem of more or less 
difficulty, and we believe it to be wiser legis- 
lation than. would be a statute of absolute 
prohibition, undes all the circumstances. 

The commission, therefore, believes that the 
law as it stands effectually and properly car- 
ries out the purposes for which it was enacted, 
and recommends that no further legislation in 
the premises is necessary or desirable at this 
time,

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PROPERTY AND THE CONSTITUTION 

State and Federal lawmakers have 
of late received many warnings that 
Constitutions are still in force, and that 
the\courts have not desisted from their 
ancient practice of saying that laws 
iz, conflict with them dare no laws. Mr. 
BMocarn J. KowveR pointed out in our 
columns yesterday morning that the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Saratoga Gas case, instead of sustain- 
ing the Public Service Commissions 
Jaw, was the general impression, 
does, in fact, invalidate important pro- 
visions thereof, The court says what 
has often been decided by the courts 
of this and other States, that the Legis- 
lature had the right to vest a commis- 
sion with the power to fix maxi- 
mum rates. That was not an uncon- 
astitutional provision. But Judge CuL- 
fume, in writing the opinion of the court, 
‘pronounces plainly unconstitutional 
that part of the act which confers upon 
the Gas Commission the power to fix 
ja maximum rate which, after a period 
of three years, the Commission, upon 
the complaint of local authorities or of 
consumers, may decrease, but for an 
increase of which upon the application 
wof the gas companies, showing business 
conditions to justify it, no provision is 
made. Upon this point the Court of 
‘Appeals reverses the lower court, on 
the ground that the act denies to the 
‘gas companies the equal protection of 
‘the laws. \ 

Gas companies have few if any 
friends, and the Legislature, {t seems, 
took little thought either about their 
interests or their rights. The authors 
of the Federal Constitution were more 
considerate and more just. If the Com- 
mission, upon the application of local 
authorities and 100 gas consumers, may 
reduce a rate fixed by itself, after an 
inquiry showing such a reduction to be 
reasonable, it would seem to be but 
simple justice that the manufacturers 
of gas should be permitted to show 
that an increase would be rea- 
sonable, when, owing to changed con- 
ditions, the permitted rate was un- 
reasonably low or confiscatory. That 
is the theory of the constitutional guar- 
antee of the equal protection of the 
law. It is an old-fashioned notion, little 
in favor with the reformers of the pre- 
cipitate school, who draw bills embody- 
ing their notions and insist that they 
shall be enacted without change, Gov.

Baron von STERNBURG, in his address 
to the German Club in Tampa, took 
a view of the friendship between Ger~ 
many and America which was charao- 
teristically serious and elevated. He 
found the tie of sympathy that has 
bound the two peoples for so long, and, 
despite some shades of dissension, so 
closely, in the common sentiment of 
duty which inspired both. If he laid 
a little more stress on the earlier than 
on the later manifestations of this sen- 
timent, that does not imply the denial 
of it in the present. We get a better 
perspective on the past, and the marked 

| features stand out more clearly. 
It ig in the nature of paradox, but 
it is measurably true, that the traits 
common to the two peoples have, in 
some degree, tended to keep them apart 
rather than to bring them together. 
a is loyal to its own flag and to 
the principles it symbolizes. Each is 
| enterprising in sustaining the prestige 
lof its own Government, and each is 
proud to the verge of vanity of what 
it has accomplished, especially in the 
recent past. Naturally each is con- 
fident as to its immediate and remoter 
future, The German, like the Amer- 
ican, “and the latter equally with the 
former, feels it to be his duty to push 
the interests and sustain the reputa- 
tion of his own country. This has led 
in the past to some olashing. No 
American who was in Germany the 
year the Treaty of Paris was nego- 
tiated with Spain was allowed to 
escape the sense of dislike which was 
much more frankly expressed by those 
who felt it than friendliness was ex- 
pressed by those who felt that. Un- 
fortunately this unpleasantness was 
found more frequently_in official and 
It 
produced its inevitable effect. It 
aroused resentment and_ suspicion. 
While the relations of the two Govern- 
ments remained at all times “ correct,” 
the general feeling on the one side and 
on the other was disagreeable, and not 
without its element of possible danger. 

Happily that feeling has changed 
very decidedly for the better. In 
bringing about this change the present 
German Ambassador, Baron von 
STERNBURG, to whose address we have 
referred, has borne an appreciable and 
highly creditable part. It must be 
added that he has been inspired, sup- 
ported, and directed in this by the 
German Emperor The Hmperor in 
many ways, always cordially and with 
the utmost good taste, has sought 
frankly to foster good feeling between 
his people and our own, Some of these 
ways, like the visit of Prince Hrwnry, 
were conspicuous and impressive. Many 
of them were equally effective because 
they expressed a feeling too spon- 
taneous and deep-seated to allow even 
small matters to escape. The efforts 
of the Kaiser have been attended with 
the success they deserved. They have, 
moreover, been heartily reciprocated by 
the President of the United States, 
Both these great leaders and statesmen 
have been sustained by the more in- 
telligent and the higher-minded class 
in each country. 

It would, however, be exaggeration 
to say that there is complete sym- 
pathy between Germans and Amer- 
icans, and that no risks remain to be 
watched and guarded against, One of 
the bases of dissension, which it has 
been impossible to remove, is trade 
jealousy. On the one hand our high 
tariff is frankly hostile to German im- 
ports of all sorts. On the other the 
protectionist sentiment in Germany, 
though less general, is, within its nat- 
ural limits, as intense as with uf as 
unreasonable, and as hostile. An at- 
tempt has been made by the Govern- 
ments of the two nations to reduce the 
friction inherent in these conditions. 
It has had but slight success. Again, 
as the trade of each country grows their 
merchants are brought into rivalry in 
constantly new fields. In this rivalry 
the Germans, on the whole, have the 
better of it. Some of the coolness of} 
our people toward the Germans its due 
o that. It remains true, nevertheless, 
hat there are no real grounds of rea- 
| sonable difference between the two 
|nations at any point of contact except 
{in connection with trade. It would be 
an immense pity, and a disgrace as 
well, if differences of this sort could 

not be adjusted.

No new peer, so far as history re- 
cords, has ever put on the robes ‘of 
state and sat facing the woolsack with 
so keen a sense of his own unimpor- 
tance as CAMPBELL-BANNERMAN should 
have. No Government has been 60 hos- 
tile to the peers as his. None has ever 
80 vigorously assailed their preroga- 
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With an eye both to the much-needed 
support of radicals of all denominations, 
and of Nonconformists as well, and with 
a will to strengthen the powers of the 
Commons, he and his Ministers have 
threatened the House of Lords with 
every possible form of contumely.ex- 
cept actual extinction, and even that 
has been in the air. 

A historical painter might well con- 
sider the entrance of HENRY CAMPBELL- 
BANNERMAN in the House of Lords as 
the subject for a great picture, The 
pen of a Macaulay would not be too 
facile and well directed to describe the 
incident in prose, Only a Shakespeare 
could do it justice in dramatic poetry.

“ESMOND” AND “ WOODSTOCK.” 


Mr. ANDREW LANG hee Jprung a bomb. 
In his new historicial work, “ The King 
Over the Water,” written in oo-opera- 
tion with Miss Attcm SHIELD, he sBatis- 
fles his reasonable readers that THack- 
ERAY’S portrayal in ‘Henry Esmond” 
of the uncrowned Stuart King, Jamzs 
III., is purely fanciful. The real JamMus 
was not a hard drinker, a gamester, a 
pursuer of women, a false friend—we 
may follow Mr, Lana thus far without 
changing our opinion that THACKERAY’S 
picture of high life in London in the 
time of WILLIAM and Mary is full of 
the true historica! perspective, 

But when Mr. Lana goes 80 far as to 
say that some of the chapters and inci- 
dents in that masterwork of English 
historical fiction are unconscious re- 
productions of chapters and incidents in 
Scort’s “* Woodstock” he amazes the 
world, and makes the very gods of Eng- 
lish literary criticism totter on their 
pedestals. Character by character Mr. 
Lana identiffes the personages of 
THACKERAY in these wonderfully vivid 
scenes with personages in ScoTrT’s now 
neglected romance. The charge is of 
much greater importance than his care- 
ful defense of the moral character of 
the Pretender. History oares very little 
for the claims of the ousted STrvaRrrts. 
But “Henry Esmond” {is a work as 
fresh and vital now as it was fifty-six 
years ago, 

THACKERAY had to submit to his faff 
share of hostile criticism in his life- 
time, But if the charge was then made 
that he ever, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, borrowed intrigue and charac- 
ters from the Wizard of the North, it 
has not survived. Mr. LANG ts entitled 
to all the credit.of his iconoclasm. We 
must remember that Mr. LANG fs a Scot 
and at heart a Tory. Colonel Esmond 
was a Whig through force of circum- 
stances, while THACKERAY was a Whig 
by inheritance and association,

The local antagonism to the paper has 
not been due to its attacks upon officlals 
in power, for it has usually been careful 
to let such persons alone—always, when 
the attacks would be dangerous to its pro- 
prietor—and those generally supposed to 
bave been its victims have as a matter of 
fact been for the most part immune. 
What The Square Dealer has really done 
has been to model itself in its small way 
on the very worst representative of “ so- 
ciety journalism " that {ts proprietor could 
find in this city and to retal!l all the petty 
scandals it could discover or invent. 

Its stories have usually contained no 
names, and were only sufficiently definite 
to bring annoyance on some little group, 
any member of which the nominally iden- 
tifying phrases fitted as well as they did 
the one presumably in the editor’s mind 
or imagination. In other cases perfectly 
innocent acts were so described as to 
make them seem guilty ones, and a favor- 
ite device was the use of laudatory ad- 
jectives in derisive quotation marks, thus 
intimating that accuracy would have re- 
quired the employment of adjectives of 
an exactly contrary meaning.

It all depends upon what you consider should 
be “featured” in a building. To illustrate; 
the late Mr. Richardson gained a great deal 
of praise for a series of railway stations | 
which he designed. In them he made a great | 
point of the roof. He felt that a railway 
station was @ temporary waiting place. To 
typify the building as a shelter, he emphasized | 
the roof—made it the dominent note. 

Now the theatre offers a fleeting hospitality, 
a hospitality that is often extended to 
strangers, The stranger's first thought in 
searching for @ theatre is of the entrance. 
Often, alas, all of the guests think quickly 
of the exits. The entrance should then be 
strongly marked in every design for a theatre. 
The theatre has slight use for windows. It 
must depend upon artificial lighting. Then 
why feature the windows at the expense of the 
entrances? 

To judge from the drawing you published on 
Feb. 2ist, the “‘ massing’ and detail of the 
new building will be admirable—in those re- 
spects @ wonderful improvement over the 
brary at Forty-second Street by the same 
architects, but why have the doorways s0 
inadequate that one is irresistibly reminded 
of the crawling beneath the flap of the circus 
tent, of one’s boyhood?

“Of all the measures-before the Judl- 
clary Committee,” said Mr. Gompers, 
‘the Pearre bill comes the nearest to giv- 
ing the working people what they want. 
Events have demonstrated clearly to my 
mind that it is the only bill that can be 
at all effective to deal with these inva- 
sions of human rights.” 

The Pearre bill, Mr. Gompers said, is 
intended to bring the injunction process 
where it was before it was abused in its 
application to labor disputes. 

“The trend of the decisions of the 
courts,”’ said Mr. Gompers, “‘ has been to 
take away from the workingman the 
principle of effective defense against en- 
croachments or imposition of onorous 
conditions. The climax was reached 
when the Supreme Court handed down 
its decision in what is known as the 
“hat cases.’ Under that decision & has 
made organizations illegal combinations 
and conspiracies in restraint of trade. 

“TI don’t know what the courts will do 
and what executives will do, goaded on 
by our victorious enemies, but I want to 
say to you, just as solemnly as I can, 
that the organizations of labor, which 
have done so much to protect and im- 
prove the conditions of the working peo- 
ple, will not be driven out. You cannot 
afford to place the stigma.of unlawful- 
ness upon organizations which have done 
50 much within the law to improve the 
condition of the working people.” 

Mr. Gompers said that during the con- 
sideration of the Sh@rman Anti-Trust bill 
he had been assured by numbers of Sen- 
ators and Representatives that it would 
not interfere with the organization of 
labor and that under no form of con- 
struction would it be held by the courts 
that labor organizations were included 
in the operations of the measure. He

LILLEY SILENT ON CHARGES. 


But He Admits He Accused a Corre- 
spondént on “aq Bit of Gossip.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24. — Representa- 
tive Lilley did nothing to-day to bring 
his charges of corruption against the 
Holland Boat Company and members of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee, in 
which he has involved certain Washing- 
ton newspaper men, out of the category 
of slander and make them sufficiently 
specific and responsible to bring about 
an Investigation by the house, 

The only thing that has been done so 
far in the way of investigation of any 
of Mr. Lilley’s charges was by the Stand- 
ing Committee of Press Correspondents, 
which, having last night suspended Frank 
B.~Lord and Alfred A, Erly from the 
privileges of the press gallery, two of the 


men who had been named by Lilley, began 
this afternoon an investigation of their 
case. 

Owing to the refusal of Mr, Lilley to 
face these men with his charges, the 
committees asked him to appear before 
it and present his evidence against the 
two men in their presence, but he re- 
fused on the ground that he “ did not care 
to get into a controversy” with them. 
So the committee went to his room with 
a stenographer, ard he made a statement 
of some length, which will be submitted 
to Lord and Erly to-morrow for any reply 
they care to make. 

Besides Lord and Erly, Mr. Lilley had 
mentioned to various persons the names 
of two other men as having been warned 
against them. Oné of these men is a 
well-known Washington correspondent in 
charge of the bureau of a New York 
paper. The other is not a newspaper 
man. The correspondent referred to took 
the matter up with Lilley at once, with 
the result that this afternoon Lilley gave 
out a retraction, which he began by say- 
ing that he “ had been warned, as a bit 
of gossip,” that this man was employed 
by the Holland Company. 


HAMILTON BANK CONTROL. 


Application for Injunction Says That 
Thomas-Helinze Interests Dominate. 


Supreme Court Justice Platzek Issued 
an ex-parte injunction yesterday against 
the Hamiiton Bank, _restraining it from 
selling at an auction which was to have 
been held yesterday afternoon certain 
bonds and mortgages in its possession, 
securing a note of $2,000. The order was 
made returnable on Friday, and was ob- 
tained by William G. Mulligan, counsel 
for Bernard Moral of 125 West 13i1st 
Street individually, ana as executor of 
the will of Fanny Mural, who died last 
July. 

The allegation is made that the bank is 
still Controlled by the Thomas-Heinze in- 
terests. 

In the complaint Mr. Moral says that 
the resumption of business was agreed 
on upon the representations that Thomas, 
Heinze, and Sullivan would be and were 
wholly eliminated from connection with 
the bank. The charges are the Thomas- 
Heinze-Sullivan interests own two-thirds 
of the stock and the officers only enough 
to quality them to hold office. 

It is o charged that voting proxies 
for two-thirds of the stock had been 
given to Joseph M. Robin, who elected 
officers of his own choice, 

The complaint alleges that it is the pur- 
pose of the Thomas-Heinze group to 
conduct the businéss of the bank so.as 
to get hold of the collateral belongingj to 
the plaintiff and other depositors, and 
that they will derive personal gain and 
advantage therefrom to the injury of 
the plaintiff and other depositors. 

The trial of ex-President William R. 
Montgomery of the Hamilton Bank, which 
temporarily closed its doors and later 
opened them, on two indictments for over- 
certification, was fixed in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court yesterday 
for March 25. The motion was made by 
Howard S. Gans, counsel for Montgomery. 
There was no opposition, and Justice 
Dowling ordered the case on the calendar 
for that date.

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DEPEW FOR SHIP SUBSIDY. 


His Plea In the Senate Stirs Members 
to Applause.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The Ship Sub- 
sidy bill sailed into action to-day in the 
Its Admiral was Senator Gallin- 
ser, who first tried to run the Senate 
blockade with his mreasure two weeks 
ago under the guise of the craft being a 
postal subvention. Its fighting officer, 
however, was Senator Depew, who 
pumped hot shot into the opposition, and 
received for his vigorous attack what is 
tantamount to a cheer in action—ap- 
plause from nis colleagues and the gal- 
leries, 

At the request cf Admiral Gallinger the 
action was discontinued, and the final 
assault was set for Thursday. It is be- 
lieved that the postal subvention will open 
the way for favorable consideration of 
an out-and-out ship subsidy measure be- 
fore the end of the present Congress. 

When the shipping bill in the last Con- 
gress was defeated by a filibuster, Sen- 
ator Gallinger said he would exert him- 
self in the future to obtain legislation on 
the subject. His threat first materialized 
in the bill to increase the postal allow- 
ances, and the measure came near pass- 
ing In the routine. Clay ‘of Georgia 
tripped it up. He discovered that it would 
mean a flat increase of $3,600,000, an 
amount, Senator Gallinger acknowledged, 
that would result in the establishment and 
maintenance of four steamship lines be- 
tween this country and South America, 
Hawaii and the Orient. 

Senator Gallinger to-day acknowledged 
that he desired the passage of his measure 
not only for the better service it would 
afford the United States mails, but also 
for the added vessels it would give to the 


merchant marine and the uses these ves- 
Sels could be put to in case of war. 

It Senator Gallinger dro ped the mask 
somewhat on his designs Renator Depew 
stripped it off entirely. He did not mince 
words, but drew a painful picture of com- 
parison between the merchant marine of 
foreign powers and that of the United 
States. ie maintained that this country 
would be at great loss to prosecute a 
naval war with any other power because 
of its Inability to obtain ships with which 
to supply its fighting craft and maintain 
its commerce. 

In addition Mr. Depew contended that 
this country’s commerce and even its 
prosperity was threatened by lack of a 
competent fleet of merchant vessels to 
handle the excess production of the Na- 
tion. During the war with Spain and the 
war between England and the Boers the 
United States suffered a loss of upward 
of $9,000,000, because it could not get ships 
to handle its commerce, The available 
vessels were withdrawn by Great Britain 
for military uses. 


ATTACKS ALDRICH BILL, 


Senator Simmons Contends Measure 
Would Work Ruin to Country Banks.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—This was 
Democratic day on the Aldrich Currency 
bill In the Senate. Mr. Whyte of Mary- 
land gave notice that he would vote for 
no currency legislation, on the ground 
that it was unnecessary and calculated 
to disturb existing conditions.

In the 
contest tor six-oared boats the winning 
boat was from the Peruvian transport 
Iquitos. The second boat was that of the 
Captain of Port, the third represented the 
transport Chalaco, the fourth the battle- 
ship Kentucky, and the last crew to crosg 
the line was that of the Union Club. The 
distance was two miles, and the time of 
the winning boat 46 2-5 seconds, 

In the race for twelve-oared boats there 
were four entries. The crew from the 
Louisiana finished first, while the boat 
from the Georgia took second honors. The 
prizes were handed to the winners by 
President Pardo. 

At the conclusion of the races President 
Pardo and the members of the Union Club 
invited the American officers to the club 
to partake of refreshments. There the 
band played “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner,”’ ‘‘ Hail, Columbia,” and other Amer~ 
ican airs.

DON’T WANT “GREATER NAVY.” 


Protest of Bishop Potter and Other 
Ministers Presented to Senate. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—The New Yor 
clergymen who ara protesting against @ 
“ greater navy,” have drawn up @ memo-e 
rial which was offered to-day in the Sene 
ate. The clergymen “earnestly protest 
against the extravagant demand for an 
addition of more than $60,000,000 In the 
form of four new battleships, crulsers, 
&ec., to the naval budget of last year.” 

The memorial dwells especially on the 
statement that the French Assembly in- 
creased its appropriation for fighting craft 
because of the increase in the naval ex- 
penditures of the United States. The cler- 
gymen maintain that in this instance and 
in others the influence of America did not 
advance the cause of universal peace, for 
which this country always nominally has 
stood sponsor.

SLAYDEN UTTERS WARNING. 


Danger, He Says, of Government of, 
for, and by Pensioners.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Representa- 
tive Slayden, in a speech to-day in the 
House, inveighed against the spirit of 
militarism which, he said, had got into 
our finances. He figured that if the ap- 
propriation bills scheduled to pass this 
year all go through the Government will 
be spending for the army and navy and 
pensions a total of $406,844,084.49. He 
naively remarked that his estimate in- 
cluded eight submarines, ‘if not meane 
time sunk in a sea of scandal.” Referring 
to the pension demands Mr. Slayden said:

Actor’s Sympathetio Portrayal 
Once More Received with Min- 
gled Tears and Laughter. 


ENTHUSIASM AT REVIVAL 


A Good General Representation of the

Then escaped prisoner and officer, with 
a touch of genuine Irish humor, sit down 
back to back on a huge cask on the side of 
which one of the pseeree has already 
been pasted, and discuss things in gen- 
eral and patriotism in particular. The 
fugitive finally sings some verses to the 
good old tune of “The Wearing of the 
sreen ’’ and the Sergeant hears some one 
from the water below whistling the same 
tune, and recognizes that he has been 
duped and this is the signal.

Officers 
of the Armour Company discovered among 
a file of old papers a document which 
peeves to be articles o co-partnersh!p 
etween Mr. Armour and Fred B. Miles 
of Milwaukee, made half a century ago. 

The contract has been framed and hung 
in the city offices of Armour & Co. as a 
relic of the early business career of the 
founder of the famous packing house, 

Arthur Meeker, General- Manager for 
Armour & Co., said to-night that the ex- 
istence of the agreement had never been 
oe until it was found in a pile 
of forgotten documents. 

It was known that in 1856, after Mr. 
Armour had made the journey across the 
plains to California, he returned East, 
going to Milwaukee, where he formed a 
pesseerente with the late John Plan- 

ington, which continued until 1863, when 
Mr. Armour withdrew and moved to Chi- 
cago. The contract with Miles ante- 
dates the Plankington agreement.

TWO NOTEWORTHY MANTELS 


Some Beautiful Specimens of Japanese 
Skill—Memorial for Saint- 
Gaudenhs. 


The art property collected by the late 
Richard Mansfield was put on exhibition 
yesterday morning at the American Art 
Galleries, Madison Square South, prior to 
its dispersal at public sale on the after- 
noons of Monday and Tuesday next, 
March 2 and 8. 

The collection comprises examples of 
the work of Romney, Sir Thomas 
Lawrenos, Sir Godfrey Kneller, Hogarth, 
Largillitre, Sir Peter Lely, Allan Ramsay, 
Van Loo, Bonnington, Inness, and J. M. 
‘W. Turner, besides antique Flemish tapes- 
tries, old Italian, French, and English 
furniture, together with rare old English 
Sévres, and other china, Bohemian giasa, 
Felics, and curios. 

Two wood mantels in the lower entrance 
room are especially noteworthy; the one 
of the period of the French Renaissance 
has pilasters in the form of caryatids to 
carry the shelf. The frieze is decorated 
with a carved mask and festoons of flow- 
ers and leaves, and the ends of the man- 
tel are paneled. The overmantel, which 
Ras an oi] portrait of a Court beauty in- 
perted in an oval frame, has spiral fluted 
columns, with clusters of grapes, birds, 
and vine leaves supporting a frieze with 
cartouche and scrolls high relief. The 
panels at the ends of the frieze inclose 
masks, and the terminating capitals are 
enriched with floral carvings. 

Perhaps the finer of the two is the Henri 
Deux mantel, which has its shelf sup- 
ported by turned columns with gothio 
capitals, the curved goffit elaborately 
paneled. The front of the overmantel is 
fin three panels formed by spiral-turned 
columns; the upper part of each panel 
contains a head surrounded by gothic 
tracing; the lower part of the centre panel 
has two shields and scroll work, the lower 
part of the other two panels is filled with 
linen scroll design. A band of leaves en- 
circles the capital to the frieze. The orna- 
mental members on the front are returned 
on both ends, which are paneled.

On a volume of trading well under that 
of Friday last, when the Stock Exchange 
closed for the two-day recess, prices rose 
sluggishly in the morning and fell back 
slowly in the afternoon of, yesterday's 
session, closing finally almost unchanged. 
Of the day’s entire transactions, totaling 
800,000 shares, certainly not less than 80 
per cent., and probably much more, found 
their inception in the operations of a 
small group of speculators.

| Court’s decision upholding ‘the validity of

| Railway under a disputed clause of the 
— ‘“‘anti-rebate law.”” So far ag the 
cuts In steel products are concerned, the 
present determination of manufacturers 
; Seems to be to hold prices firmly. This 
; runs counter to the policy which, follow- 
| ing the business recession of 1904, stimu- 
| lated the steel trade, but it is doubtful if 
| the present agreement as yet has been 
broken by any important body of makers, 
The Supreme Court’s decision was of in- 
terest for a number of reasons, but chief- 
|ly because a great many of the fines 
| which have been imposed upon roads all 
|} over the country for rebating have been 
based upon a violation of this clause in 
| the Elkins act, which the railroads, in de- 
fending the various suits, insisted had 
been superseded by the more recent Hep- 
burn law. The court now holds, apparent- 
lly, that this particular clause was not 
s0 superseded, and the inference is that 
|all fines obtained under its operation 
must be paid. The amount of such fines 
against any one railroad will probably not 
run to excessive amounts, while the cer- 
tainty of their collection hereafter will 
work for a better condition of affairs so 
|far as rebates and other devices of the 
|} kind are concerned. One other incident 
lof the day receiving attention from the 
| financial community was the omission of 
the dividend on the Federal Mining find 
Smelting Company common shares, @ ma- 
| jority of which issue is held by the 
Smelters Securities Company, which in 
turn is controlled by the American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company. The Amer 
ican Company guarantees the dividend on 
the preferred ‘“‘B” issue of Smelters Se- 
curities Company, and with the income of 
this company reduced by yesterday’s divi- 
dend omission it is taken for granted that 
the American Company will feel called 
upon to reduce its own common dividend 
in order to keep in funds to meet the 
guarantes. : 

Time money rates underwent slight de- 
clines for the first time in a number of 
days, and this in spite of the fact that the 
banks reported a loss to the Sub-Treas- 
ury of $3,648,000. This loss, practically all 
of which occurred on Friday last, is due 
to surrenders of Government deposits by 
the banks, but whether they will continue 
on such a scale is not definitely known, 
since the Treasury Department makes no 
announcement of its plans in this respect.

Business Men Overconservative, 


One of the officers of a company identl- 
fied with the railroad equipment business, 
and who is also interested to some extent 
in the telephone business, said yesterday 
that much stress had been placed on the 
nervousness of the officers of interior 
banks, which resulted in their accumulat- 
ing extremely large reserves, which in 
turn interfered with the resumption of 
cash payments, but he pointed out that 
many business men had become just as 
Dadly frightened and exaggerated the pos- 
sibilities of trouble. ‘‘ We had orders 
from companies for material for which 
they were in urgent need,” he said, 
"and we were very much surprised when 
we receftwei exders to cancel them. In 
some cases We hed made progress with 
the orders, but, of course, the cancella- 
tion ought to have been sufficient to stop 
the work then and there. After figuring 
out the situation thoroughly, I came to 
the conclusion that there was a little of 
@tage fright in the cancellations, and, 
after discussing it with my partners, we 
fwent ahead and completed the job. Sure 
enough, before the work was finished 
more than a week we received a letter 
which ignored the cancellation altogether 
and requested us to let them know when 
the goods ordered would be ready. Just 
why it was put in that fashion I do not 
know, but.we also ignored the cancella- 
tion and delivered the goods forthwith.

Reserves and Confidence, 


“Perhaps one element in the situation 
that serves to repress the development 
of confidence is the fact that the bank 
reserves here do not build up more quick- 
jy,” said an officer of a bank, “and ex- 
planations do not suffice to inspire the 
same feeling that bigger figures would. 
What I mean is this: During the panic 
every one looked forward to the elimina- 
tion of the deficit, and when we first 
rounded the corner predictions were free- 
ly made that the reserves here in New 
York would jump right along until they 
reached the hundred-million-dollar mark. 
It is surprising how many persons be- 
lieved that such a total surplus would 
be established. We went ahead at first 
es if that figure were a certainty and 
easy to accomplish. Then we practically 
stopped, lost some of the ground we 
gained, and thereafter proceeded slowly. 
It is all perfectly logical and perfectly 
fiealthy, but you get the idea in a per- 
@on’s head that big reserves will be ac- 
cumulated, and if they are not he will 
get the impression that there is some- 
thing wrong somewhere. There is noth- 
{ng wrong, but there is plenty of con- 
gwervatism in the interior, {llogical con- 
gervatism, perhaps, but certainly the 
result of the strenuous times of the 
panic. Big reserves are being main- 
tained, the banks have less deposits with 
their correspondents here—that is, in some 
tinstances, and the tendency is to be pre- 
fared for ajl emergencies, Still, big re- 
gerves at this centre would be more in-

Schulze, the Coroners’ Physician who 
performed the autopsy, and Dr. Murphy 
of St. Vincent’s Hospital, both declared 
that {t would have been impossible for 
Cella to have struck himself such a blow 
on the head as to produce the wound they 
found. The hammer sank deep in Cella’s 
brain to the left and rear of the skull,

the morning at the Criminal Court Bulld- | 
ing ended abruptly wnen Lawyer Abra- 
ham Levy, representing Dominico Cella 
and Cesare Bianchi, stepson of the dead 
man, advised the two men to give no in- 
formation to the Coroner.
